tion of government.

eous authority of the state.

is the sole source of liberty of the 
individual, but it does not mean 
an Inquisitive and officious inter­

It 
is thoueht that his great mind was 
inherited from his mother and his 
sunny disposition from his father. 
We was a great student possessing 
a prodigious 
memory and a mar­ 
vellous aptitude for the deep things 
of Me. 
"W hile hut n boy his father died. 
and he immediately 
assumed the 
responsibility of the family support 
working as a clerk. But his unusual 
abilities soon won for hi! the privi­ 
lege of teaching school. 
If a man 
la known by the company he keeps 
surely there never wee one who had 
greater advantages than he. 
He 
very early came under the Influence 
of the greatest preachers of his age. 
H e wee the personal friend of such 
men aa Ballou. Chapin. 
Emerson 
Channing. 
Theodora 
P arker and 
H enry W ard Beecher. Among wonts. 
he waa the friend of 
Longfellow. 
W hittler. Bryant. Lowell and oth­ 
ers. and his Intense sympathy and 
appreciation of a1! th at w as high 
and beautiful in art. literature and 
life, 
assured for him the eternal 
friendship of the good end great. 
"While pastor of the Hollis street 
U nitarian church in Boston, he soon 
won for himself a very high rennta- 
tion as a preacher. 
Parker claim­ 
ed he w as the greatest preacher in 
Boston. 
He also was in great de­ 
mand as a lecturer and Dr. Bellows 
claimed he was th# peer of such 
great orators as Wendell Phillips 
and Henry W ard Beecher. 
"Although ha had to wound the 
feelings of many of 
those 
who 
w ere 
his 
supporters, 
he 
never 
failed to marshal his great intel­ 
lectual and moral forces in tho in 
target of good government. 
H»* 
bitterly attacked corruption In all 
forme, no m atter where found, and 
was a etaunch eunporter of the 
movement to free the black race. 
He was the chamnfon of the op­ 
pressed, and a leader among those 
who sought for the intellectual, 
moral and spiritual emancipation 
of the people. 
"This man. therefore, had won 
for himself a great reputation he 
fore he came to the state of Call 
fornia. 
He was regarded as one 
' of the purest and noblest souls. 
rich in all those virtues th at go 
to make his life a great benedic­ 
tion. as he wlllincly and untiringly 
sought to serve the deepest needs 
of his fellow men. 
"Let us look then a t the spe­ 
cific service he rendered the state 
of California during the four years 
ha resided here as pastor of the 
U nitarian church in 
San 
F ran ­ 
cisco. 
"It only needs a glance e t his 
activities outside his church on 
the Atlantic coast to know that 
no church could long confine him 
to fts boundaries. 
The condition 
of this state a t the beginning of 
the great Civil w ar was such that 
some great leader was badly need­ 
ed to counteract the influence so 
prevalent against the union and in 
favor of the policies of Lincoln. 
Newspapers, 
railroads and 
tele­ 
graphs were not plentiful as they 
are 
today. 
The orator filled 
a 
great need. and such men as D a­ 
vid 
C. 
Broderick and 
C. 
E. P. 
Baker had either died or moved 
out of the state. 
"William Day Simons in part 
ll of "Starr King in California” 
says: 'At the outbreak of the Civil 
w ar 40 per cent of the people of 
California were of southern birth, 
while many of the northern born 
were politically of their way of 
thinking. 
Of BS newspapers pub­ 
lished in the state only seven ad­ 
vocated the election of Abraham 
Lincoln, and he received only 28 
per cent of its electoral vote. Th# 
governor, 
legislature and courts, 
the United 
States senators and 
congressmen from California were 
all safely democratic and south­ 
ern in their sentiments." 
"A great man was needed at 
this Juncture, a man combining 
within himself the intelligence, the 
oratory and the training to arouse 
the patriotic elements, to keep them 
true to the authority of the na­ 
tional program and to encourage 
the timorous in the organization 
of the resources of the state for 
the war.

ceived with wild enthusiasm and 
certainly did much for the great 
cause which he and others held 
dearer than life itself. 
"Another very im portant contri­ 
bution which he made to the state 
and union was his activa associa­ 
tion in the United States sanitary 
commission in its effort to raise 
funds for the alleviation of suffer­ 
ing 
and 
distress 
among 
the 
wounded and sick in the war. This

raised 
about 
one and a 
quarter million of dollars and that 
represented about one-quarter of 


the total securr*. 
..'ugh Ludlow, 
the secretary and historian of this 
philanthropy, 
states 
that 
'Starr 
King was the sanitary commission 
in California.* 
Be that as it may. 
there can be no doubt that he was 
one of the most important factors 
in the success of this movement 
in this state. 
"Another unique contribution to 
the glory of this state for which 
sr# owe him our undying thanks 
and appreciation, was the bring­ 
ing to our attention, and also to 
the attention ct the east. the mar­ 
vellous beauties and the unparal­ 
leled glories of our scenery.

men have done as much in this 
regard, because few men have had 
the almost miraculous genius to 
both see these beauties and to de­ 
scribe them in imperishable lan­ 
guage. which will go down in his­ 
tory as among the most remarka­ 
ble ever uttered by human tongue. 
Such a contribution adds some­ 
thing permanently to the spiritual 
resoures of the state and nation. 
and its value is beyond all human 
estimation in dollars and cents.

Mount Starr 
King among the W hite Hills. New 
Hampshire, stands as an everlast­ 
ing recognition of a like service

stands towering up Into the heav­ 
ens as an eternal remembrance of 
the one who sang of its beauties. 
Those who loved him so well in 
San Francisco erected a beautiful 
monument in Golden Gate park 
upon which

strength and virtue were devoted 
with fearless courage,

these and other monuments of ap­ 
preciation denote a wealth of love 
and gratitude to one who was not 
only king in name but kingly In 
nature. 
"Surely such a man should find 
a place among those who are the 
heroes of the race.

has given his great abilities w ith­ 
out stint, for the uplift of his fel­ 
low man. who has willingly poured 
out his very soul in seeking to

THE GREAT WAR PICTURE 


Home Indicted for Delinquencies

The American heme Is responsible for 95 


The war memorial painting known as the Pantheon 
de la Guerre is now on view in New York City, where 
it will remain for nearly six months. 
This painting 
is said to be the largest picture in the world. 
Its 
canvas is more than 400 feet long and 45 feet high. 
A French artist, too old to fight, conceived the 
idea of the picture and began work on it as early 
as 1914. 
Many artists of note helped in the paint­ 
ing. Space was set aside for each of die al!ied coun­ 
tries. 
In the foreground, in these sections, are por­ 
traits of statesmen, soldiers and other great leaders 
of war time. There are 6000 of these individual por­ 
traits. 
In the background is a detailed plan of the 
batde lines of France. 
Every village and town in 
which there was fighting, even to the 
border of 
Switzerland, is shown there. 
The American group 
shows 
President Wilson, 
standing before a bust of Washington, reading his 
war message. Well known American statesmen, gen­ 
erals, naval officers, nurses and welfare workers are 
grouped about him. 
In the foreground America’* 
fighters are symbolized by a cowboy, a business man, 
a laborer and an Indian. 
It is a tremendous picture and a unique mémorial. 
Yet big and inclusive as it is, it necessarily has left 
out much of the war. 
The cruel waste and destruc­ 
tion, the troublesome economic afterm ath, collapse 
of the great human hope that it was the ‘‘war to end 
war ’— all the most terrible accomplishments and re­ 
sults of the World war are missing, and the picture 
cannot be complete without them.

Those who are conversant with social conditions 
and modes of life In this strenuous age are ready 
to agree that much delinquency 
among youths Is 
traceable to homes, where little or no training and 
less of good example are given by parents. 
The 
stream does not rise above Its source. It Is not to 
be expected that the morality of children will rise 
above that of the home in which they are reared. 


Canadian and Mexican Influx 


Two Incidental and yet serious 
effects of tho stricter U. 8. Immi­ 
gration laws arc given emphasis 
In a recent address of W alter W. 
Husband of W ashington. This of­ 
ficial Is second assistant secretary 
of labor and arn such In direct 
charge of Immigration. 
Mr. Husband speaks for an ap ­ 
plication of tho Immigration quo­ 
tas to American countries. 
Aa the law la a t present It ap­ 
plies to Europe, but not to Asia, 
from which virtually no Immigra­ 
tion |s allowed, and not to tho 
rest of tho Americas, which are 
made an exception to tho general 
law. 
This 
moans 
th a t 
Canadians 
come In freely, and so do Mexi­ 
cans. while there Is no restriction 
on any country as far as Chile 
and Argentine. 
There is quite a 
large movement from Cuba, aa 
w elt 
The growth of Mexican labor in 
tho United States has already a f­ 
fected industry as far to the north­ 
east aa Pennsylvania. 
The labor 
shortage Is being felt, and em ­ 
ployers of men for certain classes 
of work arc reaching out across 
the Rio G rande for men to hire. 
As labor, this ie the employers’ 
■ole business. 
As an Influence on 
tho social composition of Ameri­ 
can communities, this Is quito a 
public m atter. 
The foundation stone of our new 
Immigration policy ie the question 
of assimilation. W e desire to have 


no more new citizens than we oui 
absorb beneficially In o u r écono­ 
mie end social structure. 
It Ie 
Apparent that we m ight take more 
ae a m atter of économie .need. But 
It ie highly im portant th a t wa do 
not perm it this economic addition 
to bo lopsided, socially. 
There la 
no object bi excluding groupe of 
French or Germans or Italians, lf 
we are to let In, for perm anent 
residence, great numbers of Mexi­ 
cans. 
W e have found “Americanisa­ 
tion» of big colonies of Mexicans 
sn expenatve as well as a slow 
process. 
We m ust not let this 
Americanisation work 
get away 
from u a 
The Canadian question Is some­ 
thing else again—a m atter of fair­ 
ness to Canada. 
O ur immigration restriction has 
created a certain shortage of la­ 
bor, In the United States, Increas­ 
ing wages, a t certain places re­ 
markably. 
This 
has 
attracted 
across the border large numbers 
of Canadians. 
Canada is feeling this pull on 
her labor supply. To be sure, she 
can, in her turn. get people from 
Europe. 
But It Is reported that 
Canada would welcome the United 
States applying a quota restric­ 
tion to Canada. 
These are Incidental problème of 
some importance. The main prob­ 
lem is that of applying tho Immi­ 
gration to Europe for tho social 
benefit of the United States.

THE IMMIGRANT DOOR 


The immigrant department is taking note of the 
fact that, while the United States has closed its sea 
doors pretty tightly against immigration, it has its 
land doors open. 
There is no limitation on the en­ 
trance of our neighboring Canadians and Mexicans. 
This, as an immigration official observes, has been 
letting in about 50,(XX) Mexicans a year, and 100.000 
Canadians. 
He is not worrying particularly about 
those Canadians, who make good citizens and mix 
easily with our people. 
But he is concerned about 
the Mexicans, who are far harder to assimilate. They 
are mostly unskilled laborers, and they are steadily 
flowing northward and eastward, reaching at present 
as far as Pennsylvania. They are said to be “brought 
up by the trainload by corporations desiring cheap 
labor.“ 
That menace, if menace it be, is doubtless great­ 
er than the official represents it, because his figures

SHOULD 
BE 
REGULATED 
TREATING 
DIABETES 
A person with diabetes should have a scale 
for 
weighing food. 
In order to determine his tolerance 
tor sugar, he begins with a diet composed almost 
exclusively of green vegetables containing 6 per 
cent of carbohydrates. 
Among these vegetables 
are 
lettuce, 
spinach, 
cauliflower, sauerkraut, canned string beans, .celery, 
asparagus, brussels sprouts, tomatoes, rhubarb, egg­ 
plant, cabbage, radishes and artichokes. 
Although these vegetables contain but little nutri­ 
ment. they have a large bulk and will fill the 
stomach and thus allay the pangs of hunger. 
The 
person is given from 150 to 200 grams of these 
vegetables, about five 
gram s 
of 
which 
will 
be 
available carbohydrate or sugar. 
lf there is no sugar In the excreted fluids on 
this diet, he Is given a diet on the second day Which 
contains five more gram s of carbohydrates, and this 
is increased until 20 gram s of carbohydrates are 
being taken. 
Then the diet is increased by five grams of car­ 
bohydrates every other day until the sugar appears. 
or until the patient is receiving an amount of sugar 
equivalent to three gram s for every 1000 gram s of 
his body weight In 24 hours. 
After the first two or three days vegetables con­ 
taining IO per cent of 
carbohydrates, 
such 
as 
onions, squash, turnips, carrots, beets or canned 
peas may be added to the diet In order to make up 
the Increased amount of sugar. 
Subsequent to th at foods 
containing 
16 
per 
cent, such as canned lima beans or parsnips, or 20 
per cent of carbohydrates, such as potatoes, baked 
beans, green corn, bolled rice or macaroni, may be 
added to make up the am ount of sugar. 
Fruits have also been classified according to the 
amount of sugar they contain, and many other foods 
have been listed for this purpose. 
It 
is 
possible 
for a physician who is fam iliar with the amount of 
protein, fat and carbohydrates th at different foods 
contain to develop a varied diet for a diabetic pa­ 
tient and to control accurately the amount of sugar 
that Is taken in. 
The vegetables should be cooked preferably by 
steaming in a double boiler, as In thl# way all the 
juices ars retained. 
Bread is seldom included in the diet of a diabetic, 
because It contains large amounts of starch. 
Spe­ 
cial breads are on the m arket made of gluten or 
diabetic flours, w ith the amount of carbohydrates 
and proteins usually mentioned on the label. 
When sugar appears In the excreted fluid, the 
phytlclan realized th at the patient’e ability to as 
slmllate bas been exceeded. It then becomes neces­ 
sary to cause bim to fast briefly until the sugar 
disappears, or be may be given insulin, which aids 
in causing it to disappear. 
In the past, many patients did not do well on 
the diabetic diets because the amount of food taken 
was not sufficient to provide proper nutrition. 
As 
a result, there was a marked loss of weight and 
strength and the patient could not resist 
disease. 
The discovery of Insulin has made it possible to feed 
the patient a more Tar led diet, to avoid fasting, to 
avoid complications and thereby to prolong Ufa.

Due to the present strong position of the United States this 
nation has less at stake than any other country participating in the 
International Economic Conference, under the auspices 
of the 
League of Nations. 
But this does not mean we are without concern 
as to what is developing at Geneva. 
For our country cannot con­ 
tinue on its high plane of prosperity unless there is developed a 
Europe prosperous enough to absorb our growing surplus output. 
That was the meaning of President Coolidge's message to 
congress asking that we take part in the conference. 
So convinced 
was congress that the resolution authorizing participation passed 
both houses without a word of debate. 
There is something of a compliment to California in the fact 
that of the five American delegates, two, Henry M. Robinson of 
Los Angeles, a former member of the Dawes commission, and Dr. 
Alonzo E. Taylor of Stanford, an economist of high standing with 
valuable diplomatic experience, were chosen from this state. 
While this conference was called by the league it is also at­ 
tended by delegates from the three most important nations outside 
the league, the United States, Russia and Turkey. 
The minds of 
those Americans who look on the league as some sort of a hobgoblin 
will be relieved to know that the delegates to the conference do not 
speak for their governments, and cannot commit their governments 
to anything. 
The task before the conference is much more hopeful than 
Americans may have been led to believe. 
The preliminary survey 
shows that the world production of foodstuffs and raw materials 
last year was more than 17 per cent greater than in the year previ­ 
ous to the outbreak of the war, while the population has increased 
only five per cent. 
Economic rehabilitation of Europe seems to be a matter of 
distribution, and this depends largely on stabilizing currency. Other 
questions, such as tariffs, monopolies, etc., will be discussed. 
But 
the chief problem is to find out how international trade can again 
>e made to flow freely back and forth without the uncertainties 
due to fluctuating money values. 
America can afford to look with 
sympathy on the efforts of the conference. 
Indeed, it cannot ab­ 
ord not to do so.
